DETAILED ACTION 

1. An after-final amendment was received from the applicant on December 9, 2005. 

2. Claims 10 and 11 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Garner etal. (US 3,638,299). 

Garner et al. discloses the same insert as claimed, as shown in Figures 1-6, that 
is comprised of a semi-rigid body, defined as Part #1 , that can be made from a 
thermoplastic or thermosetting material, said body having a tapered sidewall, as shown 
in Figure 2, with opposed sections and a base surface, and a perimeter lip, as shown in 
Figure 2, that is formed at the intersection of said base surface and said tapered 
sidewall, where said insert is capable of forming a passageway in a mold. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Garner et al. 

Gamer et al., as set forth above, discloses all of the features claimed except for 
the use of an insert with a body having a shore D hardness value of less than 90, and a 
shore A hardness value of greater than 65. 

The use of an insert body that is made from a material having a specific shore A 
or shore D hardness value would be considered by one of ordinary skill in the art to be a 
design choice based upon the required strength and desired flexibility of the material for 
said insert body. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention, to utilize an insert body made from a material having a specific 
shore A or shore D hardness value in combination with the insert as disclosed by 
Garner et al. for the purpose of providing an insert body that is both strong and flexible. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 12-22 are allowed. 

8. Claims 4, 5 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 



9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 6-8 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
